25 Lives Lost In Attempts 
The resolution was introduced by 
Chester W. Cutshell, New York, chair­ 
man of the association’s air-law com­ 
mittee, general counsel of the Nation­ 
al Air transport company and the 
Curtiss aeroplane company. 
In an 
explanation of the resolution and the 
air law committee’s report, Mr. Cut­ 
shell said; 
“During the 
recent 
transoceanic 
flights twenty-five lives have been 
lost, if all reported missing are dead, j 
Most of these flights w<*re not 
of a j 
strictly commercia! nature; the 
pro­ 
fession calls them ‘stunt’ flights. Our 
commercial aviation law was passed 
to regulate commercial 
enterprises 
and, therefore, is not broad enough to 
give the secretary of commerce the 
right of regulating and in some in­ 
stances, of preventing such flights.”
